The  quantity  of  v.'aror  available  proved  sufficient  but 
there  are  still  difficulties  to  be  overcone  to  supply  fully 
the  upper  outlying  portions  of  the  tovm.  Certain  large  houses 

which  had  been  enpty  for  years  were ' opened  for  purposes 
requiring  a large  quantity  of  v/ater’  and  as  these  are  also 
in  the  high  part  of  the  town  another  factor  v/as.  added  to  the 
existing  difficulties. 

The  opejiing  of  the  nev/  water  supply  in  a 
previous  year  nadc  it  possible  to  satisfy  the  requirenents 
throughout  the  year. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  at  the  punping  station. 

This  chlorination  is  run  at  a nininui.:.!  throughout  the  year,  so  that 
at  any  tine  indicated  by  the  double  testing’ (at  the  punpihg  ' 
works  and  at  the  reservoir)  it  ir.y  be  incre.ascd,

■'This  sar-iDle  is  reasonably  clear  and  bright,  containing 
only  0 few  particles  of  suspended  matter,  and  is  of  satisfactory 
bactf^al  pu37i-fe;5r,  consistent  i/ith  a wholesome  vvater,  suitable 
for  public  supply  purposes,” 

The  following  comments  are  tahen  from  the  latest  report  on  a 
chemical  analysis  of  a sai.ple  of  water,  viz 

"This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral  in 
reaction  and  free  from  iron  and  other  metals.  The  water  is  hard 
in  character  although  not  to  an  excessive  degree,  contains  no 
excess  of  saline  or  mineral  matter  in  solution  and  is  of 
satisfactory  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

It  is  therefore  considered  x7holesome  in  character  and 
suitable  for  drinkiiif;  and  domestic  purposes,"

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Meat  and  Other  F'aods 

A total  of  284  lbs,  of  neat  v/as  condenned  as  bein^^  unfit  for 
iiunan  consunption,  of  v/hich  69  lbs,  weight  of  En'-lish  Rabbits 
were  unfit  due  to  delays  in  transportation  and  tlie  renainder 
(215  lbs  beef  & bacon)  was  not  condenned  on  account  of  disease 
but  due  to  internal  deconposition  probably  caused  by  lack  of 
adequate  cooling  of  the  carcasspe, 

62  Ib’B*,  of  other  foods  (t../r\ed  neats  etc)  v/as  also  Gondenned.
